Growing Power of Money 
Sign of Cultural 
Decline

Spongier did not agree with Hit- 
ler's idea of Race Discrimination, 
said Dr, Files, his view of race be- 
ing- adherence lo a certain set ol 
national concepts. In viewing his- 
tory Spengler derived his Ideas 
from Hcracleltus,— that history is a 
continual process of change. He 
disagreed profoundly with modern 
historians, saying that they paid too 
much attention lo recent events. He 
foretold the gcner.Tl tendency of 
the world to come, he predicted 
Hitler and Mussolini and explained 
their inevitability. As a result, he 
was adopted by the Nazis some of 
whose views he appeared to con- 
firm and in a sense he may be 
called the father of the Third Reich. 
Eight Cultures. 

According to Spengler, Dr. Files 
said, there have been eight great 
cultures, included among them are 
the Chinese, Babylonian, Graeco- 
Roman, Egyptian, Arabian, Mexi- 
can (Mayan), East Indian and lastly 
Western culture. According to 
Spengler's observations, cultures 
have a limited life,— they rise, flour- 
ish and fall; he sees in history a sort 
of rhythm, which has been called 
the Copemican Theory of History. 

When the creative impulse de- 
clines. Intellectual effort predomin- 
ates, there appears a trend from 
country to city, aethcism appears, 
and scepticism predominates, fin- 
ally art becomes, a .sport for the 
dilettante. Spengler, said Dr. Files, 
claimed that the growing power of 
money and the rise of Imperialism 
were signs of the passage of cul- 
ture into a civilization; thus he de- 
duced that Western culture is enter- 
ing into this last phase, with only 
the possibilities of organization and 
expansion ahead,— organization into 
a Caesarlsm. 

Search For Truth. 

"Every great culture has a strange 
necessity of living In its own un- 
irjue way," said Spengler, In all 
human effort there Is no approach 
lo find out general truth; moroli- 
ties and religion arc only relative 
to the cultural outlook. 11 Is pre- 
sumption, according to Spengler, to 
say that one culture Is greater than 
another; thus we can see that World 
History is only the biography of the 
great cultures. Spengler illustrated 
this point of view by references lo 
the Greeks, and contrasted them 
with ourselves; lo them everylhwig

Graduate Stndent Addresses 
Society od Supremacy 

Meeting Is Opened to Discus- 
sion of Place of Pol- 
itical Power 



Bella Levitt, of the Graduate 
School, addressed a meeting of the 
Philosophical Society which was 
held last night In Strathcona Hall. 
The subject of the address 'f/as 
"Where should supreme political 
power be lodged?" 

The speaker traced the concep- 
tion of supremacy from the time of 
the Greeks, through the Middle 
Ages, to modem thought, referring 
to the theories of Plato, Aristotle, 
Hobbes, Rousseau, Laski, Grenne 
and Bosanquet. At the close of the 
address, the speaker outlined her 
own conception of the ideal state,' 
according to which supremacy is 
vested in the people who feel re- 
sponsible to themselves. Too often, 
she stated, both representatives and 
represented forget that it is the 
people's will which the represen- 
tatives should carry out. With suf- 
ficient education the people would 
finally realize what was the com- 
mon„vgood,^and practise it in the 
adminisiratibn of their state, she 
said. 

At the close of the address, the 
meeting was opened for free dis- 
cussion in which diverse opinions 
were offered by members of the 
society. "The spirit of the times," 
the problem of a mistaken major- 
ity, and the recognition of the gen- 
eral good, were discussed, in many 
cases with reference to recent po- 
litical developments and their 
causes. 

Refreshments were served during 
the course of the discussion.

Professor Grégoire Speaks to 
Public in Moyse HaO

Byzantine Bacl<ground of

Professor Grégoire first drew the 
attention of his listeners to the 
broad field of research involved in 
the study of Byzantine history ow- 
ing to the fact that the Byzantine 
Empire represented the whole of 
the civilization of the time. He 
suggested lhat the study of the 
Empire's hi.siory is fascinating 
when treated externally, that is, as 
related to the history of the West. 

As stated by the lecturer, the 
chief* satisfaction of a scholar lies 
in bringing to light some fact hith- 
erto neglected by his predecesiors 
and contemporaries. Professor Gré- 
goire claims that he has made such 
a discovery about the connection 
of the 'Chanson de Roland' with 
Byzantine history. 

Admirer of Bcdier. 

- -Although he is an admirer of the 
scholar Joseph Bedier, he disagrees 
with his views on the subject mat- 
ter of the poem. Bedier claims that 
the poem is a composition ex nihilo 
of the 11th century, and indicates 
a revival of French epic poetry, 
which he claims had suffered a 
lapse. Prof. Cftegoire, on the other 
hand. Is convinced that the work 
owes a great deal to the influence 
of popular epics of the time, in 
their turn influenced by German 
works. This view is abo held by 
Fawtier, a schoKir to whom the 
speaker made frequent reference. 

Two theories are held concern- 
ing the date of the poem's composi- 
tion. The first claims that it was 
written before the Fi Crusade: the 
second puts the date after the con- 
clusion of this campaign. Support- 
ers of the first theory point to the 
fact that no allusion is made to the 
Crusade proper and suggest that no 
poem, written after it took place, 
could so completely ignore so im- 
portant an event. The other fac- 
tion holds that the poem is wholly 
impregnated with the crusading

•R'omcn in univcrsitie? across the Domin- 
ion. In ;iif prr«rnt war, .i? ihcy did in 
the last, women arc p'.ayinp n vital role in 
the defence of their home? and ideal?. 
They are not only takinc ihrir plfirr in 
the. factories and farm?, but, in Great 
Britain, are an important part of the army 
jtfielf. Many o: :ht Briti?!; troops have 
women's auxiliari' units, who, rclievinc: the 
men of a great deal of the menial tasks, 
leave them more time for actual training. 
The Women's Auxiliary Air Force does 
.imuch of the ground work for the R.A.F. 

In Canada the women's corps are not 
recognized by the eo^TrnmenT and are. 
therefore, unable to bf used to tue fullest 
advamacer-Canadian women have shown 
themselves anxious to do their "Pit. They 
could do the cookmg in the training camps 
as well as many other vital tasks. Men 
have been known to spend most of their 
training time peeling potatoes! If a 
woman did the job these men would have 
more time for actual drill. 

It would seem advisable ttiat the Can- 
adian government follow the British pre- 
cedent in authorizing thr- women's corpf 
and giving their officers commissions. 
Then they would be usbg to its utmost 
the woman as well as man-power of the 
Dominion.

Lifts To Men in Uniform 

■'We give lifts to the men jn uniform." 
Or do we'' In many parts of Canada mo- 
torists are displaying the above slogan on 
the windshield of their cars as evidence of 
their goodwill to the men sen'ing with 
Canada's armed forces. 

While there are several obvious dis- 
advantages to giviijj; ridf.- in this manner, 
we feel that it is a basically good idea. 
In fact it almost amounts to a duty. 

There arr at all liinfs on the streets 
of Montreal a large uuuiber of men in 
uniform, both on Active Service and in the 
Kon-Periuaneui Active Militia, and it 
would setin to be the only courteous tiling 
to do to pick them up whenever possible. 
In the case of the Active Service m«n, they 
are definitely engaged in defending their 
country and all that it means to tiicm and 
us. Further most of them left jobs that 
paid better than the army does, and thus 
they will certainly appieriate the saving 
in carefare that a ride represents. Then 
too, the men engaged in part time training 
are devoting an enormouH amount of time 
and energy io learning the art of w.-idare. 
Their position is almost more difficult 
than that of the Active Service Force, in 
that they Lave to do their military work 
at, night, and maintain their normal ac- 
iivitifcs during the daytime. The «train 
on these men k very heavy, and anything 
to maki. it ea.'ier. t-.wAi ua il lifi, to und 
from paraiiefc, will he very much ap[)re- 
ciatcd.

Leish is probably correct. The literature of

I have hedged. Do I favor U.S. entry? 

Let me put the answer this way. Would 
you die for your eountrj'? The obvious answer 
is yes! 

This generation of Americans demands a 
clear war-objective— a reason for dying. 1 
do not believe thet that demand has been sat- 
isfied as yet. It may be in subsequent months. 

If the Government declares war without a 
clarif ication of objectives, we will fall in line 
and fighl' to -win. The disillusionment that 
will follow iuch a war is another thing. I 
hope I am here to wa'.ch it. * 

Canada is to be congratulated. My talks 
with Henry indicate that you know why you 
are fighting. Good luck! There is no doubt 
where our natural sympathies lie.

The year 1940 has been marked by two 
historical developments in the United States, 
both of which will affect, for better or for 
worse, the future of this country. Both were 
shatterings of precedents. President Roose- 
velt was returned to Capitol Hill for a Third 
Térm; and Congress passed the National Se- 
lective Service Act, first peace-time marshal- 
ing of manpower In the nation's history. 

Essentially a country ol conservatism in 
such matters, the United States would never 
have countenanced either of these events in

It follows, 
(herefore, llial nbnornial inelhods can, even 
must, be employrti to meet the menace of llie 
hour. It is now Hie conviction of the man nn 
the corner thai llir ^^•ors( of ■l'olnlilarinii (ll|i|o- 
inalic ability and force niiisl be met with the 
Iwsl of Democratic <ii|'lomaey and force. 

The result Is Mr. noosevell'i return lo of- 
fice, and the migrnlinn of American youlh lo 
mllllnry rnnips. 

.Sixty mlle.^ south of New York lien n elly 
of cTiivBs. Its name is Camp Dix, and vvllhin 
its limits live ntt.iHH) American boys who will 
spend one year of llieir lives In mllllary Irnlri- 
ing. Into Ihe cnmp have come men ot all 
ages, colors, creeds, environments. Most Im- 
portant of all— and most dangerous ot all— 
they haxT come to compulsory training wllh 
mixed and violent views of the sudden twist 
in their lives. 

In Ihe mailer of SelectU"» Service, its Jus- 
tice and necessity, there Is nothing approach- 
ing unanimity in the minds of those now 
under arms, 

A small group l.i sullen and resentful under 
what it believes lo l>e American dictalnrlnl 
niethofis. These men are In camp, not IhroiiRh 
fear of Hitler and invasion, but through fear 
of the fine and imprisonment which await the 
draft dodger. More trouble will result from 
this |X?rccntage than from a comblnallon of 
any other dozen difficulties. 

Thcie is a larger number Hint tins no 
Ihoiisbl or opinion nn the subject. Dnem- 
I'lovnl boys who prefor a canvas roof to no 
roof at all. Driflera who are glad lo anchor 
for a yoar,^ From the ranks of these men will 
come few disgruntled soldièrs. some distnler- 
esled ones, and many anllsficd ones. 

The fin.nl grou)i is by far Ihe largest. It 
includes the man who is glad In do his part 
for his country, the man wlio believes train- 
ing i.s a necessity and that he is bound in duty 
to help, and the man who, though not approv- 
ing, is resigned to his fate and lives for tho 
day one ,vonr hence when he may return lo 
his home, his office, his friends. 

Out nf millinns nf men from all three main 
groups will rnme Ihe army that may one day 
fare lliller. But. if ever that day comes, Am- 
crirans are still of one mind that tlie front 
lines will be within tills liemisphcre, and never 
in European fields.

President Roosevelt is too much of an in- 
terventionist for me! Giving Britain fifty de- 
stroySrs was alright. Sending Britain half the 
planes we make is alright. I want all possible 
aid short of war. The President himself has 
used the words "short of war." My atand,' 
therefore, may seem paradoxical. But I be- 
lieve the President will not stop short of war 
if it once appears certain that Britain, fighting 
alone, will be crushed. 

We must do all we can to help Britain now. 
Up to the point where we onrselvei must fight, 
Britain is waging our iMttle. But when Brit- 
ain reaches the point where she must have our 
actt%-e participation In actual warfare, then 
our ways must part. 

That is how important Britain's fight is to 
me. I am willing to see the Johnson Act ban 
on credits lifted. This will be dangerous, I 
realize. America may then feel she must go 
to war to savo her loans. I would rather see 
the loans irretrievably lost Neither do I want 
to see this country permit tho use of American 
ships to carry war materials into the war zone. 
This would mean the sinking of our ships and 
the death of our sailors. It could bring us into 
the conflict. I am willing to lose money and 
be poorer, but I am not willing to die to pre- 
serve European status quo. I am not willing 
to sec American lives sacrificed. All else I 
will sacrifice. 

If our nation, through such a policy, were 
to lose its present international ranking, I 
would say: "So what?" Our foreign trade 
would suffer W<; could aim at a sort of eco- 
nomic independence. A successful Hitler will 
never invade our country. We can stand alone. 
If it means the saving ot lives here, we must 
leave Europe to her own devices.

The 
ans^t-er Ut this problem is found 
in the same primarj- trainer 
w ith a nacelle added. .\ nacelle, 
if you don'i already know, is a 
smoothly designed, rather bul- 
bous-looking structure which is 
bnilt around some irregularly 
shaped object in order to make 
it slip through the air more 
easil> . F.veryone is familiar 
v1th the nacelle which is built 
around each motor in a multi- 
engined aircraft to lessen the 
parasitic drag created by the 
.motors. In a primarj- glider the 
piy»t happens to be the most 
irregularly shaped object, so the 
nacelle is built around the pilot. 
Thif makes the primary into a 
scmi-fuselage machine which 
i bridges the gap between the 
/ open trainer and the secondary 
sailplane.

The nacelle of a primary glider 
is, no; besuidul. I; iooks & l;tile 
like ar, overgrown pea pod. or a 
detperate attempt to streamline a 
bathtub— but it ser\'es its purpose 
•well. With it the formerly inef- 
ficient machine becomes capable of 
sustained flight in moderate lift. It 
can soar! The aerodjTiamic im- 
provement produced by this simple 
change is quite amazing.

The first flipht in a machine 
having a nacelle is a great sur- 
prise to a pilot who has groTvn 
accustomed to the open train- 
ing glider. In comparison the 
aircraft viih th( nacelle seems 
tp slip along through the air 
like a greased eel. For the first 
flight or so the pilot tvondert if 
he is ever going to land inside 
the field because the decreased 
sinking speed gives him a float- 
ing sensation. Wlien he grows 
ased to the new responsive- 
nets (if the machine, however, 
he lieconies possessed of greater 
confidence than ever because of 
the improved performance and 
handling qualities.

"Cavalcade d'Amour" definitely 
does not come up to the high stan- 
dard usual at the Cinema de Paris, 
.niere is nothing to recommend it 
except the cast, whose efforts help 
to remove it from the category of 
things which are utterly futile. 

The story is one of those hair- 
brained things about love through 
the genetations with the seme 
actors poising up over and over 
again in different costumes and 
different situations. The action is 
centered in an old castle in the 
French countryside, most of which 
is pasteboard and false background. 
In the midst of this absurd, highly- 
coloured extravaganza even such 
actors as Claude Dauphin and 
Sutumin Fabre seem ill-al-ease.
